Notwithſtanding which, the greateſt Lenity was ſhewn 
them, and the Militia continued under Arms, till after 
One o'Clock. The Rioters ſtill continuing obftinate, 
and prefling on all Sides, up to the very Bayonets of 
the Men, with the moſt deſperate Threats of Deftruc- 
tion, under an imagined Security of their not daring 
to fire, the Proclamation in the Riot 44 was read: Soon 
after this, the Rioters attempted to force the Ranks of 


the Militia, that they might come at the Deputy-Lieu- 


tenarits and Juſtices. One of them killed Enfign Hart, 
with a Shot from a Piſtol, before the Militia gave 
their Fire: A Party of the Rioters then broke into the 
Ranks; on which the Magiſtrates, ſeeing themſelves and 
the Militia on the Point of Deſtruction, ordered the Fire 
to be given. This was accordingly done; and a con- 
fiderable Number of the Rioters were killed and wound- 
ed. This giving a Check to the Fury of the Rioters, 
they fled and were diſperſed. The Officers immediate- 
gave Order for the Firing to ceaſe ; which Order 
was obeyed without Delay, though not without' Re- 
luctance, the private Men being greatly exaſperated by 
the repeated Inſults which they had received. 

Hap the Fire been given much ſooner, the Juſtices 
and Deputy-Lieutenants might have been accuſed of a 
Want of Tenderneſs to their Fellow- Subjects: Had it 
been defer d a few Minutes longer, a general Maſfacre 
might have enſued,
